tery than when he first propounded 
the question of these borrowings. 
Mr. Archbold said th at he knew of 
lo reason for the loans which, he 
laid, might have represented the ad­ 
justments betw een refining companies 
rtiich Mr. T rainer supplied with oil 
Mr. Trainer, who is connected with 
the Standard’s pipe line system, had 
previously testified that he did not 
enow of the loans and never received 
the money. 
With the exception of a few que- 
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tain exhibits which will be placed in 
evidence later, the cross-examination 
of Mr. Archbold was concluded, and 
an adjournm ent was taken until next 
Monday.

Port mu Prince, Dec. 4.—For many 
hours during the night following the 
flight of Nord Alexis, riot and pillage 
prevailed 
in Port au 
Prince. 
The 
populace, maddened by the spirit of 
revolt, turned from the skiff that car­ 
ried their deposed president to the 
French training ship Duguay Trouin, 
and gave full vent to their passions. 
They looted stores and residences and 
fought among them selves over the 
booty and were only held in check by 
an armed force hastily gathered to­ 
gether by General Poidevin, which 
fired a volley into the mob and drove 
the rioters from street to street and 
finally Into seclusion. 
In all twelve persons were killed 
and many wounded before order was 
restored. 
So serious did the situation become 
th at a committee of public safety 
composed of the most prom inent mili­ 
tary leaders, was organized. 
Scores 
of citizens were placed under arms to 
assist the loyal troops in patrolling 
the city and comparative tranquillity 
now reigns. 
The American, French 
and German m inisters decided that 
they could trust to the arrangem ents 
made by the committee to maintain 
order, but they jointly gave notice 
th at lf disorders commenced again 
they would land forces from the war 
ships. 
Those already here were re­ 
inforced at daybreak by the United 
States gunboat Eagle and the British 
cruiser Scylla. 
Nord Alexis, who spent a restless 
night on board the Duguay Trouin, 
has been the object of much consid­ 
eration on the part of the commander 
of the ship and the other officers.

years—how many years beyond that

nobody 
kn >ws—Nord 
Alexis 
faced his foe3 with the strength and 
determ ination of a man in the very 
prim e of life. 
Not until he saw his 
people, those that he had fought for 
and ruled, in front of the palace cry­ 
ing for his life, did he realize that 
they had turned against him. 
Only 
then did he accept the protec l ion of 
the French flag. 
Today hd said: 
“The 
courageous 
conduct 
of 
M. 
Carteron (the French m inister) saved 
my life.” 
W hen 
seen 
aboard 
the 
warship. 
Nord Alexis had lost the vigor of for­ 
m er days and appeared feeble in body, 
though his mind was active and clear. 
Never at any time as president had 
he been a communicative man and 
the events of the past twenty-four 
hours seemed to rest heavily upon 
him. 
The one satisfaction that he 
felt, he said, was in the loyalty of his 
bodyguard, who had rem ained faithful 
to him until the last. 
He spoke with deep gratitude of 
what the French m inister, M. Carte­ 
ron, had done and several tim es dur­ 
ing the interview alluded to the fact 
th at it was due to the efforts of the 
m inister that he was enabled to leave 
the palace in safety and gain the 
refuge of the warship. 
Of General 
Camille Gabriel, his nephew, who dur­ 
ing the past few months had directed 
the policy of the government, and 
General Guillaume, the only other of­ 
ficial of his staff who rem ained true 
to him, he spoke In term s of praise. 
T heir loyalty consoled him for the 
cowardly desertion of all the other 
m inisters. 
He particularly denounced 
the treachery of 
General 
Celestln 
Cyrlaque, m inister of war, who was 
the first commander he sent out to 
quell the Insurrection And hold back 
General Antoine Simon. 
The president was broken hearted 
over the attitude of his people in the 
capital, of whose hostility he de­ 
clared he was entirely ignorant.
